The street yard setback of the subject property may equal the

A porch must be at least five feet from a property line that faces a

Except as otherwise provided 1in Sections 13 and 14 1n this part, for
an accessory building the minimum setback from

a. a property line facing an avenue, Duval Street, or the south side
of West 39" Street 15 60 feet,

b. a property line facing a street other than a street identified in
Subsection a. of this section 1s 15 feet; and

c. annterior side property line 1s five feet.

Except as otherwise provided in Section 12, 13, and 14 of this part,
the mumimum setback from a rear property line for an accessory
building that 1s not more than 30 feet in height, 1s five feet

Section 11 of this part does not apply to a through lot

An attached or detached garage that has vehicular access on an alley
or street shall be set back at least 20 feet from the alley or street

A non-complying accessory building may be reconstructed at its
existing location, but may not be less than three feet from the rear
and intenor and street side property lines

An attached garage shall be a minimum of 60 feet from the property
line facing an avenue, Duval Street, or the south side of West 394
Street

This section applies to a duplex or two-family residential use 1f there
are at least five bathrooms 1n all buildings in which the use 1s
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located An additional parking space is required for each new full
bathroom constructed on the property.

Driveway runners or gravel driveways are permitted. The design and
construction must be approved by the Director of the Watershed
Protection and Development Review Department

The following applies to the property located at 511 West 41 Street
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The minimum lot area 1s 5,900 square feet

A two-family residential use 1s permitted on a lot that 1s 5,900
square feet or larger.

The maximum building coverage 1s 55 percent,

For a two-family residential use the maximum floor-to-area
ratio (FARY1s05to 10

The maximum impervious cover 1s 91 percent.

The minimum setbacks are as follows

1) the front setback 1s 0 feet;

n) the rear setback 1s five feet,

1m) the east interior side yard setback 1s 10 feet, and
v}  the west alley setback 1s 0 feet.

The accessory dwelling on the eastern portion of the property 18
limited to a maximum of 750 square feet and two bedrooms

Part 8 10 (b) does not apply to the accessory building  Its front
setback from 41% Street may equal that of the principal
butlding.

The maximum number of parking spaces is five. For a
residential use, two parking spaces per dwelling unit is allowed;
for a commercial use, one space pre 1200 sq. ft 1s allowed.
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The width of a dnveway must be greater than 10 feet in width
but less than 15 feet

The provisions under Subchapter F. Section 27 (Sidewall
Articulation) and Section 3 1 (Buildable Area) do not apply
along the west property line abutting the existing alley

Part 7 2a and Part 7 17.b do not apply to the property at 511
West 41% Street.
